(A plebscite will be held in the near 
future for inclusion the the Calgary 
Rural Muncipal Hospital district 
which involves the Holy Cioss and 
General ‘Hospitals at Cahgary; the 
Bassano Municipal Hospital and the 
Didsbury Municipal Hospital. 

The district was set up in April 
1940 under a provisional board which 
has now prepard a plan wWiereby 
ratepayers in the district may secure 
$1 a day hospitalization benefits. 

Ratepayers~ in the disrict may 
participate at the $1 daily rate pro- 
vided‘they pay a minimum ,tax of 
$7.50 annually. The rate would then 
cover the family and domestic help 
of the ratepayer. 

Non-ratepayers may also join by 
paying $7.50 annually to the district 
in the case of a family, and $5 in the 
case of single persons, 

The tospital district would then re- 
quisition the areas included in the 
acheme on the basis of a 2.5 mill levy 
on rural values and a 3.54 mill levy on 
urban values. 

It is estimated this levy would re- 
alize a total of $74,567 to which 
-would be added a provincia] grant of 
$49,467 and $1,512 from the sale of 
pon ratepayer contracts, 

The provincial board estimates 
there would be 22,182 patient days at 
a total cost of $116,336 to whic? 
would be added administration ex 
penses of $6,850, leaving a surplus 
of $2,359 . 

If the three tiew ‘anges are in- 
eluded, they will join the Municipal 
Districts of Bow Valley, Conrich and 
Springbank; parts of Mountain View 
and Serviceberry; parts of Improve-

Juvenile Delinquency 


IT IS. ENCOURAGING to learn that juvenile delinquency, which has 
been regarded as a serious social problem in Canada during the past ten 
years, is decreasing steadily. In 1942 an all-time peak was reached in 
the number of convictions of juveniles for major and minor offenses. In 
that year, there were 11,758 convictions, but this figure dropped to 7,545 
in 1947 and to 7,038 in 1949. While these figures indicate the trend in the 
number of cases, they do not give a completely accurate picture of the 
situation since in some instances the same culprits are dealt with several 
times, each conviction being recorded as a separate case. It is pointed 
out also that a number of cases involving juvenile delinquents never come 
before the courts, but are dealt with by the police, social agencies, or by 
the courts on an unofficial basis.

Cases of juvenile delinquency among both boys and 

Broken Homes girls are mainly concerned with theft, burglary, 
: receiving stolen goods and wilful damage to prop- 
Are Blamed erty. Statistics show that there are more cases 
of juvenile delinquency in Ontario and Quebec than in the other provinces, 
but it has been explained in this connection that in those provinces where 
a large part of the population is located in rural areas, there are fewer 
cases brought to the courts, and so there are fewer convictions recorded. 
The rise in juvenile delinquency has been attributed to the fact that many 
homes were broken during the last war, when fathers went, into the armed 
forces and in many cases, mothers worked in industrial plants. Following 
the war, inadequate housing and crowded living conditions in many com- 
munities were blamed for juvenile crime. 
M * * * * 

It has been shown, however, that in 1949 only about 
Decrease In thirty per cent. of the cases brought to court involved 
juveniles from homes where the parents were sep- 

Cases Noted arated. Likewise, ignorance of Canadian ways was 
shown to be only a small factor contributing to juvenile crime, with 63.3 
per cent, of those convicted having both parents born in Canada. Increas- 
ing interest on the part of communities in providing recreational facilities, 
more attention to mental hygiene and psychiatric services, and co-opera- 
tion between homes and schools are believed to. be among the factors con- 
tributing to the decline in juvenile delinquency and it is to be hoped that

Gardeners Advised 


Keep Them Coming 

There is no reason why the pea 
season should last only a couple of 
weeks, and that goes for beans, corn 
or anything else. The trick is to 
spread out sowings over several 
weeks, also to use perhaps an early, 
a medium and a late variety. In 
most parts of Canada it is possible 
to make regular sowings of such 
things as beans, beets, carrots and 
lettuce every two weeks up to the 
first week or so of July. 


Be Ready For Trouble 

For almost every flower, fruit, 
vegetable and shrub it seems there 
is a special insect or disease. Few 
indeed are free from attack and 
many have several enemies. The best 
defense is healthy growth and good 
seed. It is comparatively easy to 
control damage in a clean, well culti- 
vated garden of husky growth, but 
it is a big problem where the plants 
are not doing well and where there 
are a lot of weeds and other rubbish 
to protect and help propagate bugs 
and diseases. 

Fortunately for the garden enemies 
there are dusts and sprays specially 
prepared to deal with them, For the 
bugs that eat holes in the foliage 
use poison. For those that suck out 
the juices causing the plant to wither 
attack with a spray that will burn. 
Disease usually hits the plant cells 
and causes. withering or rot in black- 
ish spots, Chemicals like sulphur are 
used in this case, Often one good 
treatment will be enough but with 
things like leaf hoppers and potato 
bugs which lay eggs, two or three 
successive treatments to get the 
young ones will be needed, Most 
chemicals lose their potency in time 
so a fresh supply each season is ad- 
visable, 

Give Them A Trial 

It’s ‘a good plan to try something 
entirely new each year. By adding 
a flower or vegetable each season one 
will make new and pleasing discov- 
-eries, widen the range of interest 
and also value, 

It should be remembered that the 
job of thé plant breeder has been 
continuous, Each year he discovers 
new types and varieties, turning out 
better or hardier plants that will do 
well in a Wade range of climate in 
Canada. 

In addition to brand new flowers 
and vegetables, new shades have heen 
added to old standbys among the 
flowers, and earlier, more tender va- 
rieties to standard vegetables. Some 
of the old favorites of our father’s 
and Bass! Jbeleh days would hardly

be recognized today. Flowers have 
been greatly improved in size and 
color and vegetables are better too. 

Even for the colder parts of Can- 
ada it is now possible to get varieties 
of early corn, tomatoes, melons and 
such semi-tender things that will do 
well. The plant bfeeders have made 
this possible by selecting very early 
maturing types and breeding from 
these. Certainly this point should be 
considered in making up the list of 
purchases, And it is also well to add 
something that, so far as the reader 
is concerned, is entirely new but 
that is recommended for his locality. 

This may be broad beats or a 
watermelon or broccoli, table turnips, 
white radish, borecole, Brussels 
sprouts, swiss chard, chinese cab- 
bage, hybrid corn, endive or some of 
the herbs. None of these things are 
entirely new, though certain varieties 
of them are, but too few of any of 
them are to be found in the average 
garden. The beginner is advised to 
give a few of them a trial each year. 


‘He may well find that the family 


really likes them and he has made 
a discovery that will add interest 
and variety to his vegetable plot. 


Higher Requirement 
For Admittance To 
Alberta University 


EDMONTON.—Higher general re- 
quirements for entrance to the Uni- 
versity of Alberta were announced 
by Dr. W. H: Swift, deputy minister 
of education, They are effective at 
the start of- the 1952-53 term. 

‘Admission will be granted students 
holding high school diplomas with at 
least a “B"” standing in grade 12 sub- 
jects required by different schools 
and faculties and an average of at 
least 60 per cent, in these courses. 

But the number of subjects requir- 
ed for matriculation in the fields of 
foreign languages and mathematics 
will be reduced by a change in the 
high school curriculum, Foreign lan- 
guage study in high school. will be 
reduced to two years from three and 
mathematics cotirses to three from 
four,

Banded Wild 
Geese Return 
To Delta Marsh 


BRANDON, Man. — Wild geese 
have returned to the Delta Marsh 
for the nesting season, ensuring the 
success of an experiment undertaken 
last year by Al Hochbaum, director 
of the Delta waterfowl research sta- 
tion and the game and fisheries 
branch, 

During the past two years, eighty 
geese were hand-reared at the Delta 
station, banded and released to fly 
south in the fall, 

Early on the morning of April 4 
this year, the first flock of wild geese 
returned from the south, but only 
one bird broke formation to plane to 
the pond. Later the same day, how- 
ever, three separate pairs of banded 
birds returned to circle the station 
and land, 

Late in the afternoon of April 8, 
another flock appeared from the 
south and this time all 34 birds 
headed for the ‘marsh on which they 
were reared. 

“Others may yet come,” states G. 
W. Malaher, director of game gnd 
fisheries, department of Mines and 
Natural resources; “but the success 
of the experiment is already assured 
and this year after a long lapse of 
time there will be wild geese raised 
on the Delta marsh.”

Business is booming in Gimli, Lake Winnipeg summer resort 
town, and the fact can be directly attributed to the $1, 155,000 
annual payroll at the R.C.A.F. station nearby. Butcher and baker, 
insurance agents, hotelmen and taxi drivers are happy with the 
trend in business so unusual in the vacation resort's off-season. 
The town banker is overjoyed, 


Everyone is happy—with the ex- 
ception of 150 or so R.C.A.F. station 
officers and their families who claim 
that accommodation and living con- 
ditions are nothing short of ‘‘austere”’. 

The majority of married personnel 
was forced to install their families in 
uninsulated summer cottages lacking 
plumbing and adequate heating facili- 
ties, Throughout the winter, it has 
been necessary to haul drinking 
water. ' 

In addition, married officers report 
a@ gradual ‘creeping up” of rents. 
They say cottages which rented last 
fall at $25 now range from $35 to 
$50 and more a month.

Rare Jiving creaures of the reptil- 
ian age ard possibly a new key to the 
traik'..8 puet are lock +] ‘n the bleuk 
forbidding badlands of southern Al- 
berta, Such extraordinary  crea- 
tures as horned toads thread-waisted 
wasps, scorpions, white ants and 
solpugids (sun spiders) live on 
the “pudding-stone” rock and crevi- 
ces as their forebears did in the 
era before the Rocky Mounta:ns 
were formed. .~ 

These badloads, too, are the stamp- 
ing grounds of ratflesnakes, hog- 
nosed vipers and deadly black-widuw 
spiders—poison life completely ilien 
to other parts of Canadian prairies. 

There is no longer any doubt that 
these queer species of toads, scorpions 
and insects are native to this region 
of Alberta and their survival tells 
a lot about what Canada was like 
long before the dawn of civilization. 

As.an, inteersting coincidence, the 
semi-tropical yucca “plant, too, 
flouishes in tgese strange wastes, liv- 
ing a life as strange as any of the 
insects or reptiles about it. Only the 
yucca moth can fertilize the yucca 
plant. Two species of yu moths 
have been identifed. These moths 
lay eggs at the time of fertilization. 
then the larve eat-the developed seeds 
of the yucca plant though plenty re- 
main for perpetuation of the yucca,
